KEY STRENGTHS OF ISLAND MONTESSORI 


• Children demonstrated advanced social skills and highly positive attitudes to learning;

• The outdoor play area is well resourced and used effectively to 
support the children’s learning across all areas of the curriculum. 



RECOMMENDATIONS FOR ISLAND MONTESSORI 


• Further develop assessment arrangements, to track children’s 

progress more effectively and ensure sufficient challenge for all; 

• Implement more rigorous procedures to monitor the quality of teaching 
and the curriculum and use a broader range of strategies to help increase 
the frequency and consistency of excellent teaching across the school; 

• Proceed with plans to widen governance to include parents and other stakeholders.
